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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that the applied prior art Morris does not teach 
features related to smart card features, and that the provisional application filing date of Morris should not be used to 
reject the claimed invention. 

Specifically, the second limitation including: "providing a user with a plurality of queries ..." disclosed in claim 1 was 
discussed during the interview. Examiners pointed out to the applicants that claim 1 was rejected under 103(a) 
combination of references. Therefore, the combination of Tushie in view of Morris does disclose all the limitations of 
claim 1 including: providing a user with a plurality of queries regarding said smart card features (Page 6, lines 40 - 46, 
Tushie; and Page 6, [0038], lines 2 - 5, Morris), said queries originating from said software (Page [0060], lines 5-7, 
Morris). As discussed during the interview, the teachings of Tushie and Morris are expected to work successfully 
together since both of them are arts in the same field of endeavor, such as, inputting information through interfaces, 
card features, personalization information to be used in cards. 

Additionally, applicant discussed the previously submitted argument (Amendment dated 06/15/2006), which includes: * 
"high-level smart card management instructions". As confirmed with applicant, the "high-level smart card management 
instructions" limitation is not disclosed by the claimed language or by the specification. 

During the interview, applicant repeatedly mentioned that there is better prior art that should be apply by the examiners 
in rejecting the claimed invention...
